remedies of 1933-1939. President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary of the 
Treasury • 


George M. Humphrey

these guarantees to 
the 
bankers of 


America at their recent convention in 
Washington.- 


An American financial collapse is no 


longer a domestic problem, as the White 
House and State department recognize. 
It could shake or destroy the economic 
systems and structures of all our Allies. 


It would prevent us' from financing 


and rearming them against the Russian 
threat of actual invasion. It would con- 
firm Stalin-Malenkov boasts at the Com- 
munist's 
1952 
convocation 
that 
the 


United States would crack up under the 
strain of Soviet pressure. 


Even a 10 percent recession, ac- 


cording to British politicians and pro- 
pagandists, would imperil the West- 
ern world's alliance against Russia. 
Without American economic and 
military support, which would have 
to be withdrawn or reduced in the 
event of a domestic depression, our 
Allies-in Europe, the Far East and 
in the all-important Middle East and 
Mediterranean areas would become 
easy prey to Russian infiltration and 
aggression. 


Thus, the prospect of an American 


financial crack-up, which had only do- 
mestic repercussions in 1929-33, has now 
become an international problem. 
In 


using every device to prevent such a 
calamity, Ike will not be thinking only 
of winning votes for 
the Republican 


Party, although that will be a subsidiary 
issue.

will, in reality, be trying to prove that a 
capitalistic society and organization, in 
peacetime or wartime, excel and out- 
perform a Communist government.

borrowings, bank crashes, a general 
curtailment of business activity, and 
a Nation-wide bust-up like that which 
occurred in 1931-1033. 


In formulating a program to guard 


against such a national and worldwide 
disaster, Eisenhower has been surprised 
to discover that the Roosevelt formulas 
still hold good.

YOUR HEALTH 


M.D., 


FATIGUE resulting from more or less 


honest effort is a healthy sign warning 
us that our bodies need rest. 


But the problem of excessive fatigue, 


piolongcd and unexplained over a per- 
iod of months and years, may have its 
source in a disease affecting the mus- 
cles at the point where the nerve im- 
pulses are received by the muscles. 


This disease is known as myasthcma 


gravis. 


Many people complain of fatigue for 


months and years, and may even be con- 
fined to bed. without the disease being 
diagnosed. Nearly every age is suscep- 
tible to its onset. 


Below the age of 40, women arc more 


susceptible to the disease, while after 
the age of 40, men seem to be most 
likely to contract it. 


Different groups of muscles may be 


affected. That is why the weakness may 
vary in the arms and legs, and face and 
neck in different persons. 


The weakness may fluctuate during 


the day, week or month and is 
often 


most severe in the afternoon and eve- 
ning rather than in the morning. 


, One of the most common symptoms 
is a weakening of the eyelids due to a 
disturbance of the eyelid muscles, or the 
patient may have a smirk or bored ex- 
pression on his face due to weakness of 
the facial muscles. 


To test for the presence of myasthe- 


nia gravis, it is only necessary to have 
•the person use a group of the affected 
muscles continually, such as in chewing 
or blinking the eyes.
